2-DAY SPEECH OPENED 


"Government Steps Need 
No Apology,” Former 
Director Avers. 


(By the Aaaoria fd Presa) 
WASHINGTON. Feb. I.— Charges 
Bt inefficiency in federal war-time 
control of railroads “have bein made 
and published with a recklessness 
for which ignorance, design, or sel­ 
fish purpose alone 
can 
account,” 
William G. McAdoo, former Direc­ 
tor General cf the Railroad Admin- 
titration declared today at the Sen­ 
ate Interstate Committee investiga­ 
tion of the present railroad situa­ 
tion. 
Beginning what was expected to 
he a two-day statement on the situa­ 
tion, Mr. McAdoo told the commit­ 
tee the government took ovqr the 
railroads in 1917 because they were 
breaking down under a private man­ 
agement, unable to meet the stress: 
of war demands, and the! federal 
control and unified operation saved 
the situation. 
Railroads Improved. 
Not only was the transportation 
machine kept running, he insisted, 
hot its condition was improved, its 
equipment extended, and it was re­ 
turned to private owners, in such 
ghapq that it was able to handle 
greater volume of traffic in 1920 
than ever before. 
Mr. McAdoo took sharp issue with 
railroad presidents who have, be­ 
fore Congressional committees and 
the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion, madq declarations to the con­ 
trary. * He presented copies of let­ 
ters sent by film, in 1918 to Presi­ 
dents Rea of the Pennsylvania, and 
Williard of the Baltimore and Ohio 
among others, notifying them he 
considered their management 
un­ 
satisfactory land inefficient. 
“The measures taken during the 
year 1918 called for no apologies,” 
aaid a report signed 
by 
A. 
H. 
Smith, president of the New York 
Central, and six other railroad mqn, 
who Were regional directors under 
the railroad administration, which 
Mr. McAdoo presented as "‘conclu­ 
sive answer” 
to the charges 
he 
mentioned. “They were caused by 
war conditions, and the efficient op­ 
erations of the railroads in support 
of the government during the war 
Justifies every act of the adminis­ 
tration.'* 
Roads Had been Menace. 
Disregarding the 
unfairness 
of 
comparing railroad operations dur­ 
ing war when general needs of the 
country had to be put secondary to 
the “imperious necessity of 
war,” 
Mr. McAdoo said the report hq cit­ 
ed and also the records showed 
that by any test “railroad opera­ 
tions in the year 1918 were con­ 
ducted with great efficiency, skill 
Slid ability.'* Contrasted with that 
In 1917 their condition, approach­ 
e s paralysis, he said, - “made the 
railroad 
system 
of the 
United 
States the strongest ally of the Ger- 
njan Kaiser.*' Mr. McAdoo quoted 
from the 
statements

fifth open session of the arms con­ 
ference was called to order today for 
the presentation of the naval limi­ 
tation treaty and special treaties 
limiting the use of submarines and 
poisonous gases. 
The first part of the plenary ses­ 
sion— the fifth in its couse— was 
used for the adoption of far eastern 
committee 
resolutions 
affecting 
China and the formal announcement 
and adoption of the Shantung agree­ 
ment between 
China 
and 
Japan, 
which was brought about by inter­ 
cession of President Harding. 
The naval treaty was not read 
but Secretary Hughes outlined its 
provisions and declared that, so far 
as his country was concerned “the 
integrity of the plan proposed on 
behalf of the American government 
has been maintained.” 
In quick succession the two open 
door resolutions and the two r<ab­ 
lutions pledging against discrimina­ 
ting parties in China were adopted, 
without debate. 
The decision of the powers ask­ 
ing China to reduce her military 
forces and the resolution for pub­ 
licity of foreign committments in 
China, followed the 
same 
rapid 
pathway to adoption. 
The chairman then read the part 
of the agreement between Japan 
and China in regard to Shantung, 
sum of which previously had been 
announced by the two delegations 
concerned. 
Preamble Explains Pact. 
The draft treaty for limitation of 
naval armaments submitted today 
to 
the 
plenary 
sessions 
of 
the 
Washington arms conference con­ 
tained only the following preamble 
in explanation of the purpose of 
the five contracting governments in 
reaching the agreement set forth: 
“Desiring to contribute to the 
maintanence of the general peace, 
and to reduce the burden of com­ 
petition in armaments we have re­ 
solved, with a view to a accomp­ 
lishing these purposes, to contract 
a treaty to limit their respective 
naval armaments, and to that end 
have appointed 
as their plenipo­ 
tentiaries.” 
(The names of the delegates of 
powers followed.) 
The treaty is divided into two 
chapters. Chapter one contains the 
general language of the agreement, 
covering the 20 separate articles. 
Chapter two contains the details 
of agreements on naval m atters, 
naming them in complete tabular 
form, which amplifies and completes 
the meaning of the general agree­ 
ment of chapter one.

Replies to an inquiry 
addressed to some forty of the leading 
colleges and universities of the coun­ 
try to discover what class of men took 
civil service examinations, whether 
the number is decreasing and, if so, 
the reasons, disclose vividly what the 
training Schools of technical and scien­ 
tific men think about the government 
as an employer. 
They warn their 
graduates against government service, 
and the graduates heed the warning. 
Carnegie Institute of Technology! 
at Pittsburgh, reports: 
It is certainly true that the best of our 
graduates are not interested in govern­ 
ment employment because they feel that, 
first of all, it does not pay adequate sal­ 
aries, nor does it offer opportunity for 
advancement that private enterprise does. 
This spring I interviewed all the mem­ 
bers of the graduating class, except the 
women, and none of them would consider 
government employment, although there 
were many positions open. . . . There 
are now about 1,600 male graduates of the 
institute, and I will venture to state that 
not more than ton are employed by the 
government. 
/ 
Replies of similar tenor and import 
were received from the University of 
Chicago, Leland Stanford university, 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
Princeton university, Indiana univer­ 
sity, and the University of Wisconsin. 
Inequality of compensation is one 
of the chief reasons that deter scien­ 
tific men from going into the govern­ 
ment service. Congress fixes the sal­ 
aries of most of the government em­ 
ployees. I can give a concrete illus­ 
tration of how it determines the sal­ 
aries of scientific men. 
Dr. Leland O. Howard and Dr. Ed­ 
ward W. Nelson are two scientists in 
the employ of the government who 
have 
national 
reputations. 
The appropriation bill for the De­ 
partment of Agriculture was under 
consideration in the house on January 
90th, 1920. The secretary of agricul­ 
ture had been recommending for five 
or six years that Doctor Howard’s 
salary be increased from $4,500 to $5,- 
000* 
He proposed it again in that 
year’s bill. When the item was reached 
in the discussion on the floor, this col­ 
loquy ensued: 
Mr. Stafford—Mister Chairman, I re­ 
serve a point of order on the paragraph. 
Is the entomologist whose salary you 
propose to increase the same person rec­ 
ommended for an increase last year? 
Mr, Lever—Yes; he has been in the gov­ 
ernment service many, many years. 
The Chairman—I make the point of ort 
der. 
Mr. Lever—I concede it. 
Mr. McLaughlin of Michigan—W ill the 
gentleman reserve his point of order? 
Mr. Stafford—I will reserve it. 
Mr. McLaughlin—The committee made 
the recommendation to increase the sal­ 
ary 1600, took testimony on it and con- 
sldsrsd it very carefully. 
In our judg­ 
ment the increase in salary ought to bs 
Pads for an official who has been in the 
department, as the chairman says, fo r a 
long time at the head of this bureau. He 
haa performed able and faithful services. 
The salary is less than that paid to the 
heads of other bureaus. 
We felt, after 
listening to all that was said, and with a 
knowledge of the work he has been 
and has done, the salary proposed is not 
too large. 
Mr. Stafford—How long has ha been 
there? 
Mr. Laver—He has been there forty-two 
years. 
Mr. Stafford—W hat is his age? 
Mr. Lever—Over sixty, perhaps nearer 
seventy, but he is still vigorous and able 
to do good work. 
He is one of the 
greatest entomologists in the world. 
The Chairman—The point of order is 
sustained. 
Five minutes later the matter et 
Doctor Nelson’s salary was reached. 
The secretary of agriculture recom­ 
mended an Increase of his pay from 
$3,500 to $4,000. This happened: 
Mr. Stafford—Mister Chairman, I re* 
serve the point of order on the para­ 
graph. W ill the chairman of the com­ 
m ittee inform the house as to how long 
this biologist has been in the service 
of the government and how long he has 
besa receiving the present salary of $3,600, 
on which you recommend an increase of 
$600? 
Mr. Lever—Mister Chairman, this gen­ 
tleman, whose name is Nelson, has been 
in the service of the department since 
November, 1890. H e has served as chief 
field naturalist from 1907 to 1912, and was 
assistant in charge of the biological in­ 
vestigation, from 1019 to 1914. On August 
A 1914, he was appointed assistant chief 
af the bureau, and on December I, 1916, 
w ee made chief of the bureau. H e took 
the place of Doctor Hensh&w. 
Mr. Stafford—And the salary has been 
$9,600 since IOU? 
Mr. Lever—Yes. 
Mr. Stafford—What is his age? 
MT. Lever—I should think that Doctor 
Nelson is round fifty years of aga. 
Mr. Stafford—He is not superannuated. 
Mr. L*ver—Oh, no; he is a very vigor* 
ous man. 
Mr. Stafford—Mister Chairman, I with­ 
draw the point of order. 
Doctor Howard was refused bls In­ 
crease of pay because he was too old, 
“over sixty, perhaps nearer seventy." 
Doctor Nelson was allowed his in*, 
crease because he was not superan­ 
nuated but In his prime, "round fifty 
years of age." 
Now, as a matter of fact, Doctor 
Howard la more than two yeirs young­ 
er than Doctor Nelson. Is it any won­ 
der that scientific men of any attain­ 
ments are reluctant to miter a service 
where the measure of the value of 
their services la aet down In any suck 
haphazard and casual way!

scientific side of the business first 
attention. The teacher should make 
a survey of his community and atte* 
deciding what particular line is most 
in need of attention, map out a 
program accordingly. As for meth­ 
ods of farming the teacher might 
be profitably guided by the most 
successful farmers in the various 
lines of the community. By working 
together they can accomplish the

results,

Another feature of modern life 
he is interested in is closer rela­ 
tions between tho towns and rural 
sections. There are many ways in 
which they can work to one anoth­ 
er’s advantage, and of course there 
is no reason why they should not 
A good beginning in this line was 
made in Pontotoc county during the 
war and it would be of the greatest 
benefit to both sides if further pro­ 
gress could be made along this line. 


Oklahoma Crop Notes. 
OKLAHOMA CITY, Feb. I.—The 
weather of the past week has been 
almost one hundred percent cloudy. 
The first part was probably the 
coldest weather of the season, with 
temperatures below or only slightly 
above freezing during the day and 
had freezes at 
night. 
Somewhat 
warmer weather prevailed during 
the last half the week. Light pre 
cipitation was reported from prac­ 
tically all parts of the state. 
Due to the extremely cold weather, 
wheat has made very poor progress. 
A majority of the farmers are very 
pessimistic in 
their 
views 
as re­ 
gards this year’s crop. A big per­ 
centage of the wheat had never 
sprouted rior to the rains of re­ 
cent dates and the general opinion 
is, from past experience, that these 
parts of the state will yield very 
poor returns per acre. 
It is the opinion ofthis office that 
there will be more diversified farm­ 
ing practiced this year than ever 
before in the history of the state. 
Newspaper articles from the country 
press and other reports reaching this 
office from all £art of the state tell 
of the plans that are being laid for 
the coming crop season. If these 
plans are carried out, there will be 
a big decrease in the number of 
farms without milk cows, hogs or 
chickens. More truck growing, and 
increased interest in poultry and 
various other ‘sidelines’ on the farm 
is very evident. 
Instances of banks and commercial j 
clubs bringing milk cows into their 
communities are rather numerous. 
The terms under which these cow 
are being sold make it possible for 
any farmer to own one. 
The Farmers and Merchants Na­ 
tional Bank of Hennessey, Oklahoma 
recently held a poultry show rn the 
bank there that was more than a 
success. This is how it came about 
A year or so ago this bank organized 
a poultry club and furnished to 
their members pure-bred eggs. The 
only thing required of the -members 
was that they exhibit at the annual 
show at the bank and give one bird 
in return, which would be sold at 
public auction. The 
money from 
these birds to be re-invested in 
eggs and distributed to old and ad- 
dilional members of the club. The 
auction was fre& and the members 
were permitted to dispose of tne.r 
surplus stock. 
This is one of the most enterpris­ 
ing moves that has come to the at­ 
tention of this office for some time.

CHICAGO, Jan. 4.— Protests by 
farm women against being called 
overworked and downtrodden have 
followed steps taken by the Ameri­ 
can Farm Bureau Federation for 
a national organization of women 
on the farm. 
“Farm women in numbers are 
beginning to realize the harmful 
effect of this old fashioned pub­ 
licity/* declares Mrs. tzetta Brown 
of Kingwood, W. Va., a leader in 
this movement. 
“The farm women 
who 
have 
awakened to their own possibilities 
say quite frankly that they want 
to start a campaign of optimism 
amount 
country life. 
They 
don’t 
want to be pitied, nor patronized, 
just understood—and if possible, a 
little idealized! They would appre­ 
ciate It for a change.** 
For the first time the 
move­ 
ment is general all over the Unit­ 
ed States for farm women to join, 
the .farm clubs of various sorts, 
Mrs. Brown reports. 
“By working in clubs in various 
communities the farm women have 
learned the value of organized ef­ 
fort in improving country life con­ 
ditions/* she said. 
“I know of one little community 
Of about 775 families in West Vir­ 
ginia where the school teacher and 
others had talked for years about 
piping running water into-the school 
house from a spring just up the 
hill. The first year after the farm 
women organized into a club they 
saw to it that the spring water 
was piped into the school. 
“There is something easy to be 
done in each community that will 
improve living and 
social condi­ 
tions and 
each little 
success is 
leading th e , enterprising farm wo­ 
men on to higher ideals. 
'T hey are realizing their power 
in 
bringing, about 
better 
school 
conditions for others* children and 
eaqh time anything is done to make 
Ute boys and girls happier and 
more contented, the mothers know 
they are increasing the chances of 
holding Ute children on the farm.
